EDITORIAL VISITS. . 


“The central range of mountains in Cali- 
fornia, rising from one to two thousand feet 
high, and greatly broken for many miles in 
width, is remarkable as being all suscepti- 
ble of excellent cultivation, except a few of 
the steepest sides. This range culminates 
in a high, single peak, a landmark for marin- 
ers upon the ocean, and the point of reck- 
oning for all surveys upon the coast. 
Among the old native tribes it had a fine 
euphonious name—Kawoocum. The Mex- 
icans called it La Montafia de los Gorgones. 
The Americans, mistaking the name of a 
willow patch, eight miles north of it, called 
it Mount Diablo. The U.S. Coast Survey, 
taking this devil name, applied it to the 
whole range of mountains, two hundred 
miles long. But the common name of the 
range is Contra Costa. For the peak, we 
greatly prefer the old Indian name, Kawoo- 
cum, because of its origin, its antiquity, its 
truthfulness, its sound, and its freedom from 
ali‘associations of the devil. It stands al- 
most alone, rising in the midst of a splen- 
did central valley, which divides the gene- 
ral range into eastern and western ridges 
for sixty miles, north and south, varied by 
branching valleys, extending romantically 
into the hills on either side. 

‘This valley region about old Kawoocum 
is one of the finest in the state—rich, va- 
ried, romantic, beautiful, and grand. It is 
free from summer fogs, so prevalent west 
of the range, and is tempered in its heat by 
ocean breezes, which are felt here in just 
the right degree of force. All kinds of 
grains grow luxuriantly, and all kinds of 
fruit come to the highest perfection, except, 
perhaps, peaches. The valleys are im- 
proved with every kind of production. The 
hills are covered with wild oats, and the 
one lofty mountain alone, rugged and 
clothed in dark chapparel, rises high above 
all, presenting a scene exceedingly admir- 
able. 

About eight miles east of this mountain, 
ever the eastern ridge of the general range, 


is the village of Somerville, in a small, but |. 


deep valley, surrounded by lofty heights, 
with one outbreak to the east for the escape 
of the waters. This is the famous point of 
coal mining in the State. Five mines are 
here in full operation, giving employment | 
to a population of nearly four hundred 
people. 

Here there bas generally been, on the 
Sabbath, regular divine worship, with 
preaching and Sabbath school, in connection 
with a Congregational church organization ; 
occasionally Methodists have also preached. 

They have a flourishing division of Sons 
of Temperance and a fair public school. 
But, as the inhabitants are all dependent 
upon mining for a livelihood, their remain- 
ing in the village for a great. length of 
time is uncertain, and hence there is not 
that vigorous co-operation for permanent 
improvement, either in material or moral 
things, that there would be were all to re- 
gard their residence as a home for life. | 

Another mining town, called Nortonville, 
of a very similar character, is springing up 
over a ridge to the north, a mile and a half 
distant. From both of these places fine 
railroads run down, five miles, through the 
deep canyons, over the level flats, to Suisun 
Bay, for the easy exportation of coal. 

From here, six miles to the west, up over 
the high mountain ridge, down in a-most 
romantic and lovely position for a town, in 
the principal branch of the great Pacheco 
Valley, to the north of the great mountain, 
and in the foot-hills, is Clayton. It is a 
center of farming interests, building up 
slowly, but surely, among scattering old 
oaks, with just the right climate and the 
finest immediately surrounding scenery. 
Here, six years ago, where there was no 
preaching at all, the Rev. Mr. Powell com- 
menced laboring, well received by the peo- 
ple and favored by the blessing of God. A 
Congregational church, of about ten mem- 
bers, was organized, which, in three suc- 
cessive quiet revivals, gradually increased 
to over forty. Every Sabbath forenoon 
their school house was well filled for pub- 
lic ‘worship, and an interesting Sunday 
school conducted. The afternoon service 
was omitted, as the minister preached at 
Somerville, or Antioch. Mr. -Powell at 
length erigaged in labors elsewhere. The 
Rev. Mr. Crosby was called to succeed him, 
and labored with entire acceptance. 

In the fourth year the Methodist Confer- 
ence sent here a minister, to whom the un- 
occupied school house, every Sabbath after- 
noon, of course, was cheerfully offered. 
But, as he insisted upon taking it half the 
time in the forenoon, it was given him, and 
measures taken for the building of a house | 
of worship for the church and society. 
This was a great undertaking, but success 
has finally attended the effort, after two 
years, and a very substantial, finely finished, 
concrete building is completed in admirable 
taste, the outside imitating stone masonry. 
This was dedicated to the worship of God 
in November last. 

As soon as efforts for building this church 
were commenced, efforts for a Methodist 
and Disciple church, in union, were made, 
which were steadily carried on over difficul- 
ties, among which were the blowing down 
of the frame in a storm, till they, too, have 
a pleasant wooden building, well inclosed 
arid painted. It is not yet entirely finished 


inside. Neither, of these churches has a 
steeple.

Eight miles northwest of Clayton is Pa- 
checo, the largest town in the county, and 
the main place of business, though so situ- 
ated in the great valley as to need a great 
amount of graveling necessary to render its 
streets good-in the wet season. No par- 
ticular changes have taken place here dur- 
ing the year, except in the material im- 
‘provements of the town. 

The Rev. Mr. Avery, Presbytezian, is 
yet the only minister in the place, and the 
Cumberland church the only place of wor- 
ship, in which about four different denomi- 
nations generally meet on successive Sab- 
baths. Their pleasant Sabbath school is 
conducted as a union enterprise, we believe, 
but religious matters in the town do not 
seem to be in proportion to the material 
prosperity.

CONSTANTINOPLE, October, 1867. 

We arrived off Constantinople a little 
after one o'clock. _Coming up the Bospho- 
rus from the Black Sea, we passed the new 
palace of the Sultan—an extensive pile of 
white marble buildings, with gilded gates 
and rich decorations. - A Turkish iron-clad 
and several wooden ships of war were an- 
chored off the palace. The Sultan was 
just returning from his weekly visit to’ one 
of the Mosques—a ceremony which he per- 
forms every Friday, in gteat splendor, as 
head of the Mussulman church. We saw 
the royal caique glide gracefully up to the

Our decks were crowded with Turks, 


people, from the regions about the Black 
‘Sea. They carried their bedding, and, per- 
haps, all their personal possessions, with 
them, Their debarkation was a slow pro- 
cess. Multitudes of boats swarmed about 
our steamer. Dragomen and agents for 
hotels were loud in their importunities. 
Whenever a traveler was secured by one of 
these, a way was cleared in the gangway 
for his egress, by main force. The poorer 
Turks and Orientals generally are treated 
with very little consideration. I have seen 
dragomen pull them back from the gang- 
way, as they were struggling under a load 
of baggage, in order to let’a Eurgpean pass. 
The dragomen sometimes knock them down 
on the deck, and pass over them, as if they 
were not human beings. The poor people 
endure it, as if hopeless of redress. _ 

We at length surrendered to a dragoman, | . 
and were soon landed at Galata—the busi- 
ness quarter of the city for Europeans. 
Here the Turkish authorities took our pass- 
ports, examined our baggage, and demanded 
backsheesh (a gratuity). Stout Turkish 
porters were ready to carry our baggage. 
These men are mere pack-mules, because 
human labor. is ‘cheaper thah that of don- 
keys. Each porter has a sort of saddle 
strapped upon his back, upon which he car- 
ries an immense load of baggage. 

The European population is all in Pera 
—on"thie hill. The hotels are there. We 
“went throtigh narrow, winding streets, some 
of them scarcely six feet wide. The hous- 
es are mean and crowded. Even in these 
narrow streets much of the Turkish house- 

hold ‘economy is transacted. Cooking is 
generally done in the street. We found an 
elegant hotel, commanding a fine’ view of 
the city and the Golden Horn—the “ Hotel 
d’ Orient.”. Beggars swarmed about us all 


| the way, crying for backsheesh. Dogs lay | 


in multitudes about the streets. These 
mean curs sleep in the daytime, and make 
night hideous with their quarrels. The 
Oriental dog is a mean, wolfish animal. ‘The 
allusions to the dog in Scripture are always 
uncomplimentary. 

The “sights ” of Constantinople are nu- 
merous. It is impossible to give a sketch 


THE SERAGLIO. 


With a party of ladies and gentlemen, 
we combined to procure a firman from the 
Sultan. This permission is necessary for 
those “ infidels ” who would see the mosques 
and other sacred places of the Turks. The 
firman costs one hundred and twenty francs, 
and backsheesh to the curators of the places 
visited carries the expenses up much higher. 
Our party paid twenty francs each for one 
day’s sight-seeing, 

_ The Seraglio is one of the Sultan’s oaks 
aces. It is situated upon the promontory 
of old Byzantium, and was the seat of the 
Greek and Roman emperors. Going across 
the Golden Horn from Galata, we land at 
the garden of the palace. The firat thing 
of note is a splendid Corinthian pillar erect- 
ed by the Emperor Theodosius. It is more 
than twelve hundred years old. We enter 
the palace enclosure through a marble por- 
tal called the “ Sublime Porte.” 
no large palace—but a series of kiosques, 


small summer palaces. The decorations 


are rich. ‘Walls, doors, and windows are 
generally inlaid with pearl, silver, and j jas- 
per. The view from some of the windows 
is magnificent, extending over the Bospho- 
rus and the Sea of Marmora, and the city 
of Constantinople. _ 

The Throne Room in one of the kiosques 
is particularly splendid. It is a moderate 
sized’ room: ‘The throre is on an elevated 
stand, covered with rich carpets. ‘The can- 
opy is supported by pillars covered with 
gold ‘and precious stones. In former days 
ambaséadors were not permitted to see the 
Sultan. He gave audience to them through 
an interpreter. They stood at ‘one of the 
windows, which are so made that the Sul- 
tan could see the persons of the ambassa 
dors, but they could not: see the ‘OF 
anything in the sacred room. 

Just beyond the rear gate of the cai 
enclosure we were shown a beheading-block 
of marble. There is a place hollowed out 
to receive the neck. of the victims’ The 
head of the Sultan’s enemy was then placed 
over the gate, where he could glut his re- 
‘venge by gazing upon it. The head was, 
then placed on another marble block and 
cut into fine pieces. Such was Turkish

ST. SOPHIA. 


Chief of all the mosques, for size, ore 
dor, and antiquity, is St. Sophia. It was 
built as a Christian temple by. Constantine, 
about 325, a.p.—destroyed by a mob in an 
insurrection raised on account of the exile 
of Chrysostom, and afterward rebuilt by 
Justinian. This emperor lavished immense 
wealth upon it. When dedicatiing it, he is 
reported to have said : 

“T have surpassed thee, O Solomon !”” 

Before entering, we had to exhibit our 
firman. Then, taking off our shoes, and 
putting on slippers, we entered. the sacred 


with scorn, muttering “ Giaours ” (infidels). 
We first went up a dark, roughly paved, 
inclined way, which led to the galleries. 
Anciently the women had to sit in the gal- 
leries. This was their passage-way. Emerg- 
ing into the galleries, a scene of remarkable 
splendor was before us. The immense 
dome of the mosque, the great pillars, the 
lavish gildings on pillar and roof; the fol- 
lowers of the Prophet sitting on mats, with 
their faces toward Mecca; here and there 
‘men prostrating themselves toward Mecca 
with sudden jerks, bending so that. their 


rising upon their heels; women, closely 
veiled; boys screaming out a sort of chant 
in the Turkish language ;. the priests, with 
green turbans, going around among the wor- 
| shippers, or stolidly contemplating the Ko- 

ran—it was a strange scene—splendid, but 
confused. 

Among the remarkable things of this 
mosque, apart from its architectural majes- 
ty, are six large pillars of green jasper, 
which were taken, by Constantine, from the. 
Temple of Diana at Ephesus, and eight of 
Porphyry, which had been placed, by Au- 
relian, in the Temple of the Sun, at Rome, 
having previously been taken, by him, from 
Heliopolis. 

The roof of the mosque is prea with 
splendid mosaics. . Everywhere the Turks 
have tried to obliterate the sign of the cross, 
| but not always successfully, 
it is so deeply inlaid in the mosaic as to be 
ineradicable. 

The mosque is illuminated, on special 
occasions, by lamps of crystal, adorned with 
ostrich eggs. 


remarkable Greek ruins, etc., but space fails 
me to narrate what we saw. The royal. 
tombs are built like mosques, generally of 
marble, adorned with pear! and silver. The 
coffins repose on stands in a sort of saloon, 
ricbly carpeted. We had to carry slippers,.

found no traces of preceding footsteps—no | 


signs of a civilization that had gone before. 
‘In the, year 1776 a few priests started, 
from some southern port, on an expedition 
up the coast, for the purpose of founding 
missions and giving names to such bays and: 
rivers as they might find in their wander- 
ings. They had selected from the calendar 
of saints the names of such as were deemed 
‘worthy to be remembered in the geography 


} of the country, but, by accident, that of 
Francis. was omitted from the list. Now,. 
- the good fathers were grieved at thus slight- 


ing their favorite saint; but, after consult- 


- ation, it was decided that he should not: be 


placed upon the list, but that, if they. dis- 
covered any harbor far superior to those 


they. had. left, then the name. of Francis} 


‘might be given to it. They passed many. 
bays, headlands, and rivers, upon: which: 
‘they bestowed the names of David, 
John, Louis, Simon, Anthony, and many 
others, but had begun to despair of engralt} 
ing the name of their favorite upon: any 


_ part of the country, when suddenly, at the 


close of a weary day’s march, they camé’ 
upon a broad sheet of water that seemed of 
unlimited extent. Nobly had the saint done 
his duty in guiding the explorers. . Richly. 
was he to be rewarded.. With one accord

| was named “ The Bay of St. Francis,” or, | 


as it is in Spanish, “ San Francisco.” 
A mission was straightway established, 
and, from that ‘time to this, its ee ig 
well known. 
The greatest depth of water is in the 
narrow ‘strait between Fort Point and Lime 
Point, where the swift current ‘has cut’a 
channel to the depth of four hundred feet, 
as ascertained by the-measurement of the 
United States Coast Survey. Passing 
through this channel‘ and rushing outward 
to the sea, the water natarally ceasés to run’ 
so swiftly as it’ spreads out’ and the’ sedi- 
ment that has been broucht down in the tor- | 


rent settles to the bottom. The result is 


the formation of what is known*as the 


_“ Bar,” a huge deposit of land, lying ina 
semi-circular shape, like @ horse-shoe, with 


the points’touching the shore on either side 
of the Gate, while the convex part ‘bows 
outward to the ‘sea, with its outer rim at a 
distances of five’ miles from Fort Point. 


| The water on the bar is of an average depth 


of forty feet at low tide. The'next deepest 
point-is in Raccoon Straits, between Angel 
Island and the Marin county shore, where 
‘the whole volume of water rushes through 
on its way to the Gate.

When liberated 
from pressure, it vaporizes with astonishing rapidi- 
ty, in a receiver, in which are inserted a number of 
metallic moulds containing the water to be frozen. 
By this means a temperature is produced of from 
60 to 100 degrees below zero, freezing the water in 
a few minutes in solid blocks of any size, weighin 

ere 20 to 100 pounds. Machinery for the see 
mencement of operations in San Francisco has 
been constructed at the works of the Ames Manu-' 
facturing Company, in Chicopee, Massachusetts, 
and will soon be sent out. .

The items for the expense of re- 
construction amount to $650,000; the other items, 
amounting to $13,000,000, are for deficiencies in 
the Quartermaster’s Department of the army. As 
sent before the House, it appeared that the entire 
sum was for deficieneies in carrying out the plan 
of reconstruction. 

Mr. Price had offered a resolution, declaring
